OLD MEN warin their tired bones 
In the afternoon sun while young 
children, fresh out of achool, romp 
nuisily about. Some women are 
still at work and thelr youngsters 
fend for themselves; other women 
tend their infants, toddlers and 
homes. The menfolk are away 
tolling at their jobs, and most will 
arrive after dark for dinner. 

The scene is typical of many 
neighbourhoods in Jerusalem, but 
on Rehov Olsvanger tn the Brazil 
section of Kiryat Yovel there is a 
fecling of tiredness, decay, 
frustration, and resignation to 
one's fate — the fate of ending up 
an this seemingly dead-end street. 

Barely 300 metres from the Alyn 
hospital for crippled children and 
the villas of Rehov Shmaryahu 
Levin stand five eight-storey 
prefabricated, matchbox struc- 
tures — a kind of mini concrete 
jungle. The strect, following the 
contours of once lush hills and 
terracing, continues in an S-curve 
and exits near the new Paz gas- 
ollne station just below the main 
road to Hadassah, 

Porhaps the mast diatinetive 
feature of these buildings ia the 
access bridges from the sidewalk 
to the entrrnces, Those are 
necessary aince the unfortunate 
combination of topography, poor 
design, and economy resulted in 
the tower floors of cach bullding 
being bullt below street level, 
some rooms looking on blank rock 
and doomed to constant darkness. 
With the ontrances at mid-level, 
flats are reached by four flights of 

stairs down, and four up, so the 
law does not require elevators, 
The planners of the late 's0s saw 
thesc butldings as the satisfactory 
successcr to the ma'abarot and 
ashestonim housing the influx of 
immigrants, 


TO THI RESIDENTS of Rehoy 
Olavanger, 1 am obviously a 
stranger. The children see my 
camera and cluster around with 

. excited cries of ''Take my plc- 
ture!" They learn why I'm there; 
within minutes we are friends and 
they aro imitating my Anglo- 
Saxon Hebrew. 

The children — what have I 
Jearned about them, their livea 
and environment? They are the 
offapring of Mcrocean and Ruma- 
nian immigrants who arrived 
here in the early 'v0s. Their homes 
conalst of two bedrooms, Hving 
room, tiny kitchen, bathroom and 
one balcony — some 64 sq.m. per 
apaftment. Each of the buildings 
has 64 apartments and four en- 
trances, which means that 16 
‘families with an ‘average of seven - 
to nine porsons per family share 

each entrance and stalreage.

Most of the 
Inhabitants have no chance of get- 
ting out; these are working-class 
peuple with large and fast expan- 
ding families -- and Ilmited finan- 
ela] resources. 


EVERYONE AGREES that the 
buildings are poorly planned, un- 
attractive and overcrowded, bul 
there they are and there isn't real- 
ly much that can he done with 
them. Halim Chocrun and his 
neighbours, and the various com- 
munity workers I met, all seemed 
far more concerned with the con- 
atunt struggic through the years to 
obtain public services. 

Rehov Olsvanger, low in status, 
(s physically an ‘'end of the line" 
location. There are no accessible 
streets just below it on the west 
side, towards Ein Karem: many 
of the points people need to get to 
every day are up — up and out of 
reach, It took a demonstration 
and conalderable negotiation to 
get the 23 bus to descend to Rehov 
Olsvanger from Rehov Brazil, 
just overhead. 

Community workers such as 
Frances Zaleberg, Miriam 
Aviezer and Ephraim Lutatty 
realized that the Town Communi- 
ty Centre was inaccessible and 
virtually useless to the people of 
Rehov Olsvanger, Some three 
years ago a building was begun to 
house a local branch of the centre, 
but 1. was only completed recently 
and the Beit Rahel, as it is called, 
{s only just beginning to function. 

Just as there are two ayn- 
agoguea, one for Sephardim and 
one for Ashkenazim, so there are 
two schools in the neighbourhood 
— religious and secular. For 
many years, tho religious Habad 
school, lacking a building of its 
own, was housed in the secular 
Argentine school. This unsatistac- 
tory arrangement, which nearly 
led to violence on a number of oc- 
casions, was  ‘'temporarily" 
alleviated by moving the religious 
school {nto the unfinished, but 
readily available, Beit Rahel. The 
religious school finally moved to 
its own building last term. A new 
Kupat Holim clinic closer to home 
has also begun to function. 

Last July, at 115, Rehov 
Olsvanger, a hot-water heater 
with a faulty thermostat and no 
satety vaive exploded and killed 
two children. It could have 
happened anywhere, but the Incl. 
dent became the outlet for the 
anger and frustration of this par- 
ticular community.

' WAGE FOURTEEN | 


TheKabatocrats 


IT HAS BEEN SAID that the past 
few centuries, which have 
witnessed tremendous progress in 
other fields, have conatituted a 
period of stagnation, nay more, of 
retrogression, in the arca of 
human organization. This is far 
drum the truth. Indeed, the most 
starlling innovations have oc- 
curred precisely in this field, ex- 
cept that the political scientists do 
nat always Know where to lock 
for them. 

Take photocracy, for instance 
— the selentific name for rule by 
photographers. Now, it Js quite 
possible that Queen Victoria, 
when posing for an official por- 
trait, was told by the painter to 
move her head, or put her hands 
in her lap, or Jook regal or im- 
perlal. But that happened on no 
more than a handful of occasions. 

Not so with the quecns, kings, 
mint-gqueens and mint-kinga, 
minimini-statesmen, leaders and 
politicians of today. They, who 
presumably rule thig world, ‘have 
in fact voluntarily, surroptitious- 
ly, through a process of collusion 
unequalled In recorded history, 
abdicated their power in favour of 
the photographer-press, still, TV, 

it ls photographers who dictate 
when and where important inter- 
natlonal gatherings will take 
place; where presidents will 
stand; when and where they are 


permitted to alt. They tell 
presidents to use makeup like 
clowns; to grin like idiots; to 
make smati-talk like morons. 
They order forcign ministers to 
sign an already signed Treaty 
over und over again. “Once more 
— your mouth was open." Again, 
please, the flash didn't work," 
"Hold tt, hold it — now sign.'’ 
“Now’ shake hands... Smile, for 
God's sake, smile." 

Ii is the photographers who 
select the colour of their shirts, 
the matching ties; who tell them 
to go shave or have thelr hair cut. 
Never have so few exercised 80 
much power over the mighty of 
the earth — and it is amazing that 
thia massive power-shift has not 
been more exhaustively studied. 


RECENTLY another, possibly 
even more ominour form of un- 
controlled, uncontrollable ab- 
solutism has made its 
appearance, for which, from the 
Hebrew word for security officer 
— Kabat — [ have devised the 
term kabatocracy. 

With terrorists, hijackers, kid- 
nhappers, blackmailers and 
agsageing becoming respectable 
-- Indeed admirable — members 
of society, rulers have increasing- 
ly fallen under the sway of secur!- 
ty officers. 

Security officers today have ab-

solute power; the more absolute 
the ruler, the more absolute the 
security men’s authority, the less 
absolute the power of the ruler 
concerned, Is the resulting 
paradox. And another paradox: 
the more Important the politician, 
the greater the number of 
bodyguards; as the number of 
bodyguards increases, the ruler‘s 
freedom of movement decreases, 
until It is reduced to zero, Ifhe isa 
really powerful man, he will be a 
total slave to his guards. The 
guards will tell him whom he may 
sec (''No, that man is a security 
risk, we cannot accept respon- 
slbility'’), and that is that. 


ANOTHER original invention of 
kabatocrats is the assumption of 
false names. A travelling VIP will 
be registered under one name in 
one city, under a different name In 
another city, and so forth. I had 
that experience once: when I 
came back to home base, and ask- 
ed for the key to my hotel room, I 
had clean forgotten my name, I 
tried out all the different names I 
had been made to assume in the 
course of my recent travels, but 
an increasingly stern and 
suspicious registration clerk in- 


formed me that there was no 
registration under any of these. 
On the verge of being expelled as 
a compound imposter, an elderly 
walter passing through the lobby 
— God bless him — came to the 
rescue, grecting me witha hearty, 
“Welcome hack, Mr. Lorch!"' The 
original idea that in that par- 
ticular location someone had 
booked a room for me in my real 
name had simply not occurred to 
me. 

In one country, In which local 
kabatocrats insisted on the honour 
and pleasure of chaperoning 
visiting VIPs, there was 8. conflict 
of jurisdiction between federal 
and atate police. In a spirit of com- 
promise, it was decided to split 
responsibility, 50-50. Three daysa 
week federal, three days a week 
state police. The only trouble was 
that In that particular country, the 
week had seven days. Since the 
seventh day was an insoluble 
problem, the VIPs were politely, 
but firmly, told to stay at home on 
Sundays, or — If they chose — on 
Shabbat. 

Like all ruling classes 
kabatocrats have left an indelible 
imprint on modern architecture. 
Like the crusaders in their time, 
whose fortresses have become 
historical landmarks, kabatocrats 
will long be remembered for their 
beneficia] influence on the con- 
struction of 20th-century edifices: 
buildings without windows, or 
bullet-proof windows, or windows 
80 narrow that it is difficult to 
throw stones through them; 
buildings with only one entrance, 


but with innumerabic emergency pm 


exits; buildings with g 
nean corridors.

Tinned foods are said to have a 
“good sheif life" of two years. I 
would nol recommend buying 
anything with an ‘‘8"' or ‘7'* 
marked on it any more. In fact, if 
you come across a tin more than 
two yeara old in your grocery 
store, you might notify a con- 
sumer organization. 

Never use a food tin which has 
become swollen at the onds, no 
matter what the date on It. When 
swollen, the ends wobble up and 
down when you press on them, 
and this fs a sign that something Js 
spoiled inside the tin. Dents in the 
aides of ins are unaesthetic, but 
not danger signs. Don't use a tin 
which 15 rusty — and certainly not 
if it Is rusted inside. Lf the exterlor 
[5 rusted the contents may be all 

right, but the Health Ministry ad- 
vises against using such a tin. 


AFTER I WROTE about do-it- 
yourself painting with local 
Tambour-Askar paints, two 
readers quite rightly pointed out 
that I had neglected to mention 
the problem of lead content In cer- 


 taln pigments, This only matters 
- if one is painting furniture or toys 


for very small children who may 
-chew on them (the bars of cribs 
and playpens are particularly 
susceptible). 

Tambour-Askar, Ltd. informs 
me that the pigments in certain 
types of paint do contain small 
amounts of lead (ofere?). There ia 
as yet no official Israel standard 
on the lead content permitted in 
paints, so Tambour-Askar follows 
the accepted Huropean standard, 
which js ‘less than one per cent" 
of the total weight. 

The harmful effect of lead to the 
human system is cumulative. Ifa 


_-pergson, even .a baby, swallows 


some paint with lead in it, ho will 
not become sick immediately. But. 
if the lead accumulated in his 
system reaches a certain point 
over the years, !t can result in 
lead poisoning — which, by the 
way, is very rare in Israel, accor- 
ding to a recent survey by the 
Rambam Hospital iri Haifa.

Bawdy moralist 


Romano Catlini 


SIX CENTURIES have passed 
since the death of Giovanni Boc- 
ereclo, the author of “The 
Decameron."’ Boccaccio is 
regarded today as the pioneer of 
modern liberaliam and bawdy 
humour. 

Boccaccio in fact did not like 
‘"'The Decameron'’: second 
thoughts, dictated by religlous 
scruples, almost induced him to 
burn his blasphemous work, in 
which the hypoeritical morality of 
an age was overturned and human 
instinct, even in its baser 
manifestations, stood revealed: 
sometimes uninhibitedly, often 
with twinkling jrony, always with 
agreeable frankness. Agreeable 
for 08, of course, far from the tur- 
moils and polemics of the age, but 
disturbing and controversial for 
hia contemporaries, if it Is true 
that the colourful crowd of hig 


characters — friars and nuns, 
merchanta and labourers, ladies 
and whores — celebrates the 


Joyful funeral of the Middle Ages 
and sings in the dawn of the 
modern age. 

“The Decameron” is above all 
an Indictment, recited with a 
snecr: nothing Is spared, neither 
the religious orders, represen- 
tatives of a human ideal which 
they impose upon the people but 
themselves ignore; nor the courtly 
concept of love exalted by 
troubadour poetry, which gives 
way before the urgency of sexual 
desire; nor the moral code that is 
justified by a bellef in the 
transcendental, and succumbs to 
a now, entlrely human moral code 
that 15 based on a refugal of all 
hypocrisy; nor the rigid social 
hierarchy that can be subverted 
by cunning and Intelligence. 


THE IDEOLOGICAL spring of the 
book explains the accusations that 


have been levelled at it over the 
centuries, first of all the accusa- 
tions of immorality, If not of por- 
nography: It is the old story of all 
defenders of established order, 
who denounce all those who reveal 
the inadequacies and contradic- 
tiona of the system and propose 
alternative models. It is easy to 
imagine the reactions to a passage 
like this: ‘'Fairest ladies, there 
be many men and women foolish 
enough to believe that, whenas the 
white fillet is bound about a girl's 
head and the black cowl clapped 
upon her back, she is no longer a 
woman and is no longer sensible 
of feminine appetites, aa if the 
making her a nun had changed 
her to stone; and if perchance 
they hear aught contrary to this 
their bolicf, they are as much in- 
censed as if a very great and 
+helnous misdeed had been com- 
mitted against nature, con- 
aldering not ncither having regard 
to themselves, whom full license 
to do that which they will availeth 
not to aate, nor yet to the much 
potency of idlesse and thought- 
taking’; or his use of religious 
terma with crude sexual meaning, 
so crude that John Paine, in his 
English tranalation, gives the en- 
fire acene of sexual intercourse 
between the monk Rustico and the 
beautiful, {nnocent, lustful 
Allbech an all too faithful render- 
ing — in Italian! 


WH WHO KNOW permissive 
times find it easy to amile at cer- 
tain scruples, and certain ac- 
cusations; we have no difficulty in 
admitting that obscenity is pre- 
sent in the book, although we may 
wonder if It is strictly necessary to 
the purpose. But what Boccaccio 
wanted to put ‘across was this: 
there are some irrepressible, 
natural instlncts that we try to 
subdue, and to hide from the sight 
of others, whereas we should

accept them and appease them 
within the limits of a certain 
social discipline, without which 
our world would become the an- 
imal jungle, which fs depicted by 
Boccaccio as a warning, in his in- 
itial nightmare portrait of the 
Plague. This kind of polemic 
message against hypocrisy and 
prejudice could not but dwell on 
realiatic, indeed salacious, 
scenes, which force the reader to 
come into contact with real 
humanity, 

Tt 1s also true that the popular 
tale virtually imposed recourse to 
this kind of situation though the 
popular tale never went beyond 
the fleeting laugh, the Inoffensive 
jab at society. In Boccaccio the 
risqué situations, the crude 
language, the realism, are essen- 
Hal to his criticiam of a falsely 


moralistic view of human 
behaviour, and this distinguishes 
his work from real pornography, 
which is always gratuitous. 

Unlike the real pornographer 
too, Boccaccio was ἃ protagonist 
for women, and, breaking yet 
another taboo, he gave them a 
new social and human dimension 
like another great “immoral” 
poet, Ovid. He encourages them to 
struggle against their destiny, to 
overcome it, even to exploit it. 
“Unus quisque faber fortunae 
suae,"’ provided that we allow 
ourselves to be guided, not by 
abstract precept, but by in- 
telligence and sense of modera- 
tion. An excellent principle, but 
difficult te put into practice: and 
Boccaccio himself, in his old age, 
πο longer felt himself capable of 
t.

In dealing with the problem of 
resistance in the context of the 
Gulag Archipelago, Solzhenitsyn 
dismissed similar disparagers 
with the retort: ‘Today those who 
have continued to live in comfort 
scold those who suffered." 

The merit of the anthology lies 
in its presentation of Jewish 
resistance as multi-dimensional: 
a revolt in the Warsaw Ghetto; a 
daring escape from Sobibor; a 
destruction of part of Auschwitz; 
arson in Treblinka; putting a 
torch to an exhibit in Berlin; 
fighting as partisans; and affir- 
ming life In outlets prohibited by 
the Nazis: bearing children, 
operating schools, observing 
religious traditions, and 
promoting many expressions of 
Jewish culture. 

All of which is very comforting. 
But when the results of these 
specific acts are tabulated It 
becomes bitterly apparent that in 
terms of reucing Jewish losses 
they were, in the main, exercises 
in futility. Death by a bullet in the 
act of resistance is far more 
dignified than death by gassing, 
but the victim {s no less dead.

MANY ITEMS of the news and an 
entire ''Moked" were devoted to 
convincing us that there is no 
alternative but to abandon our 
evil ways and tighten our belts 
several notches.

and handsome 80 as to boost our 
Gross National Product by 12 per 
cent per annum, wag a portly 
gentleman. who locked as if he 
opened up his belt a notch or two 
after every meal. Poor Mr. 
Rabinowitz has a lean and hungry 
look; Julius Caesar would have 
observed him with suspicion, 

Ouf course, this may be mere 
coincidence; we have had ade- 
guntely adipose ministers of 
tinance during carlier periods of 
husterity. The errors and troubles 
of 1073, and our subsequent need 
for an immenacly larger, security 
budget were not Mr. Rabinowitz' 
fault.
